Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' claimed 
invention is presented in independent claims 1, 9 and 17 are directed to a method for optimizing 
a set of cardiac pacing parameters. An iterative process is performed in which each of the N 
pacing parameters under consideration are modified, either individually or as a set, and cardiac 
performance is measured as the process updates or changes the pacing parameters to reflect the 
measured cardiac performance and thus at least moves the N parameter set of pacing parameters 
in the direction of an optimum pacing parameter set. ( N is an integer greater than 1). The prior 
art shows similar features but is concerned with timing of events. The prior art does not show 
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determining a cardiac performance associated with the set of N test pacing parameters and 
updating the ith increment value based on the cardiac performance associated with the ith set of 
test pacing parameters, and updating the current set of N pacing parameters based on the updated 
increment values determined in step.
